hnd been completed and peace estab-
Hahed with Great Britain reached Philndels
phin In n most mysterious manner and fully
n week before Washington had ofeinl ad-
vices, A8 we expect to celebrate the cen-
tetininl annlversary of the conclusion of the
peace of Ghent this year, this llttle known
story may be of interost now.

The treaty was signed on Christmas Eve,
1514, hut sailing vessels did not cross the
Atluntle in those days with the speed of
modern oeean liners, and thore was nelther
cable nor wireless (o tranamit the news.
However, early In the yvear 1816 a mysterious
stranger called ypon President Madison at
Wiashington one evening and brought him
the news,

That night this enme myaterious stranger
gent n letter to John Binns, who published
the Democratiec Press in this eiwy. glving
him the same news.  Probably no modern
newspiaper owner would have done what
Binng dil. Any newspapoer recelving such
fmportant news today would Instantly get
out an extrn edition, for the whole country
wae walting patiently for word that peace
had been concluded,

UT Binns, not knowing from whom the
news came, and fearing that it was a
rumor intendoed to influence prices of cotton,
rloe and other hame products, hesitated. The
letter, which was anonymous, reached the
editor one morning., He read it and then
meditated upon his next step, He feared
that the Information was so Important that
